Extravagance Checked. 


Before the present state administra- 


tion, taxing officials made levies to 
suit themselves. First they prepared 
an estimate of the amount of money 
that they thought they .would need

population of the state increased only 
14 per cent, the additions to the tax 
duplicate aggregated Dut 35 per cent, 
while the amount of money raised for 
taxation increased CS per cent, nearly 
twice as much, as was the increase to 
tax duplicates.

tions of the big cities. This has 
swelled their levies for sinking 
fund 


and interest charges, and, having only 
a limited duplicate on which, to draw, 
the rate has had (to be almost put to 
the limit. Economy in the adminis- 
tration of such, municipalities will 
make ends meet, however. It

"Washington, Jan. 22. — [Special.] — 


While the attention of the country is 
riveted politically upon the coming 
presidential election there are a few 
who are aware that the political com- 
plexion of the next senate la in doubt. 
The election of a Democratic president 
Is almost sure to carry the senate over 
to that party. The house, of course, 
jalways goes with the presidency. 


With New Mexico and Arizona there 


will be ninety-six senators, and the po- 
litical classification will be: Kepublic- 
ans i^2. Democrats 43 and one vacancy. 
The vacancy is in Colorado, where the 
factional fight in the Democratic party 
has prevented an election. 


The Democrats will have to gain 


only six seats to get control of the sen- 
ate. That there are at least six Re-j 
publican seats in danger there can be I 
no doubt. 


The Doubtful Seats. 


Of the thirty senatorships wnere new 


men will be sworn in on March 13, 
1913, sixteen are Republicans and four- 
teen Democrats. It may safely be said 
that the present party control will be 
maintained in all but ten states, and 
these are in doubt. Two of the doubt- 
ful states are now represented by Dem- 
ocrats and the others by Republicans. 


Maine'and West Virginia, represent- 


ed by Democrats appointed and elected 
to fill vacancies, may well be classed 
as doubtful, possibly Republican. The 
doubtful Republican stated are Idaho, 
New Jersey, Nebraska, Illinois, Kan- 
sas, Montana, Colorado and Delaware. 
As there is at present a vacancy in 
Colorado it means that two senator- 
ships are at stake in that state.

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GRANV1LLE MAN DEFEATS 


GOULDS IN LEGAL BATTLE 


Columbus, Jan.. 22.—Three times 


victorious in the highest court of New 
York state, in a legal battle against 
the Goulds in a controversy involv- 
ing more 
than $500,000, John S. 
Jones, millionaire coal man, -who has 
made every cent he possesses through 
his own exertions, will be in town 
today for a few days to attend to bus- 
iness. 
When not working as presi- 


dent of the Grand Pacific Hotel Co. 
in Chicago or as president of the 
Jones & Adams Coal Co., in Colum- 
bus, Mr. Jones practices the life of a 
gentleman of leisure on an estate 
near Granville. 
Just now, his friends say he is 


feeling pretty well, thank you, about 
the decision 
of the 
court which 


awards him $607,000. The case has 
been in litigation six years and each, 
time the verdict grows larger. The 
iirst one was for $480,000, the sec- 
ond one was for $550,000 and now 
comes one for more than $600,000. 
, Essentially the suit is one to com- 
pel a company to purchase a tract 
of coal lands in Southeastern Ohio, 
which coal lands were acquired by 
Mr. Jones, as agent. He still has the 
deed to all this property. 
But back 


of it there is said to be an unique 
condition, which may account for the 
extraordinary activity of the Gould 
interests in fighting a case that has 
been lost by them on every essential 
point that has been raised in court. 
•"It is this: If the Goulds pay the 


amount of the damages assessed by 
the court and take over the coal 
lands'1 in southern Ohio they may be 
obliged immediately, to turn them 
over to the purchasers of the Little 
Kanawha Syndicate and this without 
recompense or recourse. 


It is because of this peculiar fea- 
ture that the case has hunig on so 
long. The ..story is one of the many 
romances of high finance practiced 
by the Gould interests when they 
tried their great feat of connecting 
up an ocean-to ocean railroad and 
simultaneously to 
"break into the 


Pennsylvania stronghold—Pittsburg. 
'Twas a victory, yes, but it cost them 
dear, for the transcontinental line 
was never realized, and since Pitts- 
burg was won the Gould's properties 
have been often in the courts and in 
the hands of reorganization commit- 
tees. 


In the summer of 1902, according 
to the testimony in New York, Mr. 
Jones, already a prosperous 
mine 


owner, with properties in Illinois on 
the Wabash and a reputation in three 
states as an expert coal operator, was 
approached by Joseph Ramsey, jr., 
then president of the Wabash and the 
general in charge of the field opera- 
tions of the Goulds, against that trin- 
ity of railroads—the Pennsylvania, 
the B. & O. and thej New York Cen- 
tral .system—which ~was,AV«rse to ,the 
Eastward progress of the Gould, in- 
terests. 
Mr. Bamsey desired Mr. 
Jones to pick up, for the Goulds, any 
good coal lines along the proposed 
route to their line through southern 
Ohio. 
At that time Zanesville was 
the eastern terminus of their opera- 
tions. 


These "particular operations of the 


Goulds were carried on in the name 
of the Little Kanawha Syndicate. The 
Goulds had several syndicates in va- 
rious parts of the coiintry. 


At that time they had already un- 


der contract some 40,000 acres of 
Ohio coal land, but investigation de- 
veloped the fact that these holdings 
were not gilt edged. Mr. Jones, how- 
ever, had better luck. He began ac- 
quiring Ohio coal holdings until he 
haid a line of nearly 18,000 acres. 
This land is situated in Morgan, Per- 
ry and Muskinguxn counties, is about 
12 miles long and 2 1-2 miles wide. 
The proposed 
railroad was to run 


right through the heart of this prop- 
erty. 
The Little 
Kanawha 
Syndicate 
started ot build several stretches of 
road in Ohio. During the trials it de- 
veloped that they expended $800,000 
in grading, tunneling and building 
culverts, all of which work is now go- 
ing to waste. 


December 31, 1903 orders came to 


stop all work, and the Gould efforts 
rested. Previously Mr. Ramsey had 
intimated to Mr. Jones that it would 
be acceptable if he and some of his 
friends should be able to finance the 
Ohio Coal proposition and carry it 
for a year or 18 months. Mr. Jones 
had sold his Illinois mines and he 
then formed the National Hocking 
Coal Company with himself as presi- 
dent and principal stockholder. 


The National Hocking Coal Com- 


pany was purely a holding company 
and was never intended for opera- 
tion purposes. One delay after an- 
other developed and finally it be- 
came apparent that the Gould trans- 
continental dream was not to be real- 
ized. Entrance to Pittsburg had cost 
too much. A species of benevolent 
assimilation was then arranged for 
such portions of the dream as the 
Pennsylvania, the B. & O. and the 


Vanderbilts thought worth assimilat- 
ing. 


The Pittsburg and Lake Erie was 
the medium selected for the assimi- 
lation of the Little Kanawha syndi- 
dicate. The property was to be turn- 
ed over on an agreed rating at an 
outside price not to exceed $8,500,- 
000. 
This allowed for money invest- 


ed, interest on investment and a cer- 
tain per cent for profit. In the prop- 
erty turned over was the famous Guf- 
fey tract of 57,000 acres near Fair- 
mont, W. Va. This since it has been 
owned by the P. & L. E. is said to 
have enhanced in value more than 
$2,000,000. This sale was in 1905. 


But -when the If. & L. E. took over 
the Little Kanawha 
syndicate the 
Jones purchases in Ohio were not in- 
cluded. Mr. Jones had asked for set- 
tlement or accounting on various oc- 
casions, but had been put off on one 
pretext or another. He had confer- 
ences with tne Goulds and with Mr. 
Ramsey, but talk and not money was 
the only result. 


Finally in 1906, suit -was insti- 


tuted. Three times it has been fought 
to the highest court in New York and 
each time the Ohioans have won. In 
open court the Goulds have admitted 
that there was a moral obligation on 
their part to take over the lands, but 
they claim that the obligation was 
not legal. 


Courts and juries Jhave held other- 


wise. Originally the amount involved 
was only about $400,000, but inter- 
est and compensation accruing have 
added almost 50 per cent to this. 
During the various trials, it has 


developed that the Little Kanawha 
syndicate had sold to the P. & L. E. 
all and singular, its holdings, rights, 
leases, claims and" property of any 
and all kinds. 
If, therefore, it con- 
tinues to be held legal as it has been 
three times, that the Goulds, who 
were the syndicate, must take over 
an.d pay for the Ohio coal lands, then 
the P. & L. E., as the legal heir and 
assign of that syndicate, comes into 
immediate possession of this prop- 
erty. 


This acreage with a railroad run- 
ning through it, was one proposition, 
"with an abandoned right 
of 
way 


through it, it becomes quite a differ- 
ent thing. 
Although he holds the 
deeds for all this property, Mr. Jones 
cannot give a clear title to it, as he 
acquired, it as agent. 


He would not have been a serious 
loser threfore, had the court held 
against him, as he would then have 
had the coal lands in fee simple and 
miight dispose of them as he saw fit. 
As the decision stands the Goulds are 
compelled to buy them at a very 
handsome price. 


Fighting the Goulds to a stand- 
still is a far cry from "acting as con- 
ductor on a freight train, yet'that~is 
the transition that 
Mr. Jones has 
made in a busy life of 62 years. He 
began in southern Ohio. His home 
was at Middleton, and he worked at 
one railroad job after another. He 
had employment on several railroads 
in this state and finally became sup- 
erintendent of the Milwaukee, Lake' 
Shore and Western in Wisconsin. 


In Ohio he came upon a knowledge 


of coal. 
He thought the Wisconsin 
railroad was paying too much for 
their coal, and asked them if they 
would buy pf him if he sold at a 
lower rate. 
They said they would. 


So did several others. Back to Ohio 
he came, made a contract as sale- 
agent of the Columbus & Hocking 
Coal and Iron Company and branch- 
ed out. 


As one of the partners in the Tur- 


ney-Jones Coal Company,, he 
met 


with disaster, but his nature is not 
the sort to be turned away by one 
such rebuff. 
From one coal project 


to another he turned with seemingly 
inexhaustible energy 
v and 
recently 
with unvarying success. Those who 
know him best say that he is easily 
worth a million. 


Two big places, he has, a town 


home at Granville, called Mononoy 
and a country estate of nearly 400 
acres near Granville, called Bryn Du. 
At these places *ie dispenses an open 
handed hospitality which includes the 
great men of the financial world and 
equally 
the men in 
overalls who 


worked with him on a coal train 
40 years ago. 


His country place is a model of 


comfort and luxury. 
His business 


interests are no longer confined to 
coal, but embrace many concerns of 
collateral nature, including banks, 
dock companies, hotels, etc. 
Al- 


though well known m Columbus, he 
spends comparatively litle time here, 
nor for that matter is he much in 
his home. He travels 
continually 
and gives a close personal supervis- 
ion to all the concerns where his 
money is invested, including the 18,- 
000 acres of coal lands which he in- 
sists the Goulds must buy from him 
There is confidential information to 
the effect that the Goulds have de- 
cided to quit the fight.

Subject of Discussion at Municipal 


Conference In 'Columbus, 


Jan. 
24 and 25. 


Cleveland, O , Jan. 28.—The Mu- 


nicipal Association of iCIleveland has 
mailed to the delegates in tire 
constitutional 
convention, to the 


•mayors of eveiry city in the state and 
to more than 250 delegates to the 
approaching conference of cities, cop- 
ies of its leport on "Constitutional 
Home Rule for Ohio Cities." The re- 
port strongly advocates the 
policy, 
already adopted by eight states, oE 
giving to the cities in the constitu- 
tion the right to 
frame their own 
charters /and legislate for themselves 
in strictly local affairs. The report 
declares in its opening paragraph- 
"From tfhe beginning of its his- 
tory as a( state, the position of •cit- 
ies in Ohio has been one of cam- 
plete dependence .upon the will of 
the state legislature, except as to a 
few limited rights which have been 
guaranteed to them by the present 
constitution. 
During; these years 


they have been subject to almost con- 
stant interference from the 
state 


capitol and have been merely 
the 


pawns in the game ot state and na- 
tional politics."

them. Pastor Russell's address to the 
Chinese in their fine City Hall Auditori- 
um -was botb helpful and encouraging. 
He declared that he came as a follow- 
er of Jesus and a friend to all human- 
ity. He directed special attention to 
the -words of St. Paul, applicable to 
humanity in general and at the pres- 
ent time specially to the Chinese: 
"The whole creation groaneth and 
travaileth in pain together until now- 
waiting for the manifestation of the 
etms'of God." (Romans viii, 22.) Chi- 
na's war experiences In recent years 
hare been severe trials, particularly to 
a people of their temperament— peace- 
preferring, gentle, courteous to each 
other and to foreigners. 


Pastor Russell feared for them ter- 


rible experiences with anarchy; but 
they will have it merely in advance of 
other peoples— to all of whom it is 
romlng as a result of discontent, in- 
spired by greatly increased knowledge, 
combined with selfishness. ' The hope 
Tor all is In Messiah's Kingdom, now 
near at hand. Those who most quick- 
ly learn faith in God and Justice and 
mercy toward 
others will soonest 


share the coming blessings. Some of 
us already share those 'coming bless- 
ings by- the exercise of faith in the 
glorious promises of the Bible. The 
Pastor had been told that their c- 


lias damned humanity to a hell of tor- 
ture at the hands of lire-proof demons. 
Oil the contrary, the Bible declares that 
the wage or penalty of sin is death, and 
that this la the explanation of the gen- 
eral prevalence of human weakness 
and frailty, mental, moral and physical 
—death. In our text St. Paul tells us 
that the « h?le ereatlon—all mankind- 
are groaning un'd travailing in pain now 
because of Kin and its death penalty. 
This has been in progress for six thou- 
sand years. It comes not through Di- 
vine pcrsec&»lon of His creatures, but 
by natural laws of heredity passing on 
the weakness, mental, moral and phys- 
ical, from parent to child, from genera- 
tion to generation, by a law of nature. 
God has simply permitted this Law to 
take its course in disobedient man. 


Does God Pity Us? 


You may perhaps ask me if the God 


who Is loving, generous and kind does 
not pity humanity in its present dying 
condition, even though we have come 
into thid state through the violation of 
Divine law. Could not a God of Love 
do something for our aid? 


That, my dear friends, is exactly 


what I wish to point out. The Bible 
declares that the Divine Law broken, 
tts sentence must stand unless in some 
manner justly satisfied. If a perfect 
man could be found, willing to sacri- 
fice his life in reparation for father 
Adam's disobedience and forfeited life, 
then God could be just and accept the 
sacrifice and allow Adam and the re- 
mainder of his race to go free from 
the death sentence. But no such per- 


By of manner arose, not from love and 
sympathy, 'but' -from-- law =and' -cnstonr 
centuries old. He could not judge, the 
heart, but had sincerely wished that 
some of the favored race of so-called 
Christendom possessed in a larger de- 
gree some of the admirable traits of 
the Chinese, their respectful demeanor, 
quiet courtesy, their civility and en- 
ergy. 


It shall not be my mission, he said. 


fect man could be found. There is 
none righteous, no, not one. All were 
born in sin; none therefore could give 
to God a ransom for his brother, as the 
Scriptures declare. 
(Psalm xlix, 7.) 


What then? God figuratively repre,- 
sents His sympathy, saying that He 
looked down to see our condition and 
He hearkened to the groans of the 
prisoners of sin and death. He beheld 
that there was none that could pity 
or succor because all 'were under sen- 
tence. "'Then His own eye pitied and 
His own Arm brought salvation." How 
beautiful the picture of Divine com- 
passion hearkening to the groaning 
creation! 


The Arm of the Lord Revealed. 


The Arm of God means, symbolical- 


ly. Divine Power. 
He revealed this 


Arm in the arrangement which He 
made for the payment of our death 
penalty, in the sending of His Son. 
the Man Christ .Tesus. who. "by the 
grace of God. tasted death for every 
man." As a perfect man had sinned. 
God provided a perfect man to be the 
Redeemer, "that as by man came 
death, by a Man also should come the 
resurrection of the dead; for as all in 
Adam die. even so shall all in Christ 
be made alive, every man in his own 
order.— I Corinthians xv. 22. 
.Do you now catch a glimpse of the 
mercy, the compassion, the love of the 
Christian God to us, who appeals to 
the heart as being different from any 
other god of whom you have ever had 


lr of"a"Go~d. Infinite 


creatures us hns the God of the Blbk»— 
the Uod of Christianity. It Is the Love 
ot God which constrains us—draws us. 
And Ills exceeding great and precious 
promises work in our hearts "both to 
will and to do His good pleasure." And 
this is the test His wisdom has pro- 
vided. Although Messiah will use co- 
ercion to some extent during His reign 
of a thousand years, yet the Heavenly 
Father will not use coercion in respect 
to any of these sons whom He Is now 
inviting.
